Outside activities in- 
clude a miniature golf course, bumper 
boats, batting cages, and a little Indy 
raceway. 

Just dowft the road from this popular- 
freeway rest stop are Taco Bell. McDon- 
ald's, and Burger King, everything to sat- 
isfy the typical teenage appetitic and that 
of the weary weekend traveler as well. 
And all this is just walking distance apart, 
which has contributed to its popularity. 



Many Armijo students willingly con- 
fess the reason they cruise is because 
there is simply nothing else to do.

Sometimes 
the situation gets so bad that the police 
dept. is forced to close the strip down, 
which makes many cruisers angry. 

The brightly lit Texas St., shown in 
photo and the spectacular display of cars 
running together to form an endless 
stream of light and metal add to the at- 
tractiveness of downtown Fairfield as a 
refuse for restless youth. The neon sign 
which proclaims Fairfield as the County 
Seat of Solano County is the definitive 
landmark of the downtown area and has 
been arched over Texas St. between Web- 
ster and Jackson for many a generation of 
cruisers.
